OKIO, April 10.—(Monday)—[{Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.) Three hundréd 

have been killed and 800 injured in 
a fire which destroyed the famous 
Yoshiwara District famed in song anda 
story where-ever the spell of the 
Orient holds sway, as the habitat of the 
Geisha girls. 

The fire originated in the district at 
11 o'clock Sunday morning. Five thou- 
sand houses surrounding the district 
have been burned. 

A strong wind has been blowing all 
day and to add to the indescribable 
horror of the conflagration, which it 
seemed that no human energy could 
stay, the water supply became _ ex- 
hausted a few hours after the fire broke 
out. 

At 6 o'clock last night the flames were 
still raging fiercely. The firemen bat- 
tiled on against fearful odds but seem- 
ed to make little or no headway against 
the fire. A few minutes after mid- 
night (when this dispatch was filed) the 
firemen were still unable to cope with 
the situation, 

Regiments of soldiers were called out 
to aid the police in guarding the ter- 
rible scene of disaster, Relatives, 
friends and the morbidly curious fought 
to get past the fire lines until the sol- 
diers were f bayouets to 
keep them back. 


The buildings in the Yoshiwara Dis- 
‘treet are not high, but many of the 
girls jumped from a height of three 
stories and lost their lives. The fire, 
fanned as it was by a high wind, swept 
the district with almost § incredible 
rapidity. It jumped from one flimay 
structure to another in a manner such 
as to remind one of the flashing nang: 
ress of electricity. 

| Many of the residents of the district 
Had little or no chance to escape be- 
yond the fast rushing flames, but count- 
lgss others, realizing the danger at the 
first alarm, fied, without pausing to 
gather valuable or keepsakes, beyond 
the walled district and into the zone of 
sdfety. 

The latest figures at midnight were 
300 killed and 800 injured. | 

The Yoshiwara District is famous 
as the home of the Geisha girl. It is 
known to every tourist of the Orient. It 
isthere that young Japanese girls are 
sold into slavery by their parents. 

The district is enclosed by a, wall and 
corresponds to the segregated district 
ofi large American cities.

“What did 
he Roosevelt African expedition have 
for food while on the dark continént?”’

“Well of couse, an expedition such as 
ours did not want for food. hen 
compared with some of the trips ay I 
have taken in Western Canada and in 
Alaska, we lived in luxury. 

“Fresh meat roamed over the veldt 
country in herds of thousands and there 
were few times when we had to fall 
back on ‘air tights,’ as westerners call 
canned goods. Fortunately we had all 
kicked about the wilds enough not to 
be fastidious. The colonel also took 
whatever came along and I shall never 
forget the remark he made about croc- 
odile egges. 

“T found a croc’'s nest and we had 
the cook make up an omelet. We all ate 
it and no one had nerve enough to 
say it wasn’t good, but as the colonel 
said, the next day we passed it by. 
“How did it taste?” 

“Well, as I remember, it wasn’t un- 
like the best quality of sawdust well 
seasoned.” 

“Elephant trunk soup was really 
good. It is thick like a gumbo soup 
and while the flavor is strong we liked 
it well enough to have it senved several 
times. Hippopotamus tail soup was 
also good and then we had bolled rhi- 
nocerous tongue, That was coarse, but 
not at all bad. 

“On Mount Kenia we found monkeys 
and parrots common and I ate just 
enough monkey to say that I had ac- 
tually eaten monkey. don't remem- 
ber how it tasted.

RANCHER KILLS 
HIS.NEIGHBOR. 


.| Fires at Close Range and Shot 


Riddles Body. 


Slain Man Called in to Save 
H ‘ife and Babes. 


Tragedy Near El M onte 
Closes Mouths. 


Alfred Peters, 26 years old, a ranch- 
man living near El Monte, was shot 
and killed about 6 o’elock last evening 
by Ben McCoy, aged 25, whose wife and 
children Peters, it is said, was trying 
to protect from McCoy. McCoy was ar- 
rested by his brother, John McCoy. 

The shooting d6ccurred at the McCoy 
ranch house, but it was impossible last 
night to obtain a statement either from 
McCoy or any of his friends. Deputy 
Constable R. F. de Garma, who brought 
the prisoner to the County Jall, was 
also noncommittal. pe 

Peters and McCoy lived on adjoining 
ranches, a short distance out of El 
Monte. The McCoys have been resi- 
dents here for fourteen years. For 
#Ome months there has been bad blood™ 
between McCoy and Peters over a biill 
and it is thought this may have oper- 
ated in McCoy's inflamed mind. 

CALLED TO HIS DEATH. 

At 6 o'clock yesterday afternoon it 
is stated that McCoy reached home in 
a drunkén condition. He is alleged to 
have threatened to kill his wife and two 
children. Some one called Peters in to 
protect them. As he entered the house, 
he was confronted by McCoy, armed 
with a shotgun. Words passed, after 
which’ Péters advanced on McCoy, in 
an effort to disarm him. The latter, 
warning Peters to keep off, pulled the 
trigger. The charge of shot, taking ef- 
fect at close range, was almost instant- 
ly fatal. 

John McCoy, a brother, came in a few 
minutes after the shooting. 

“Stand back, or I'll kill you,” shouted 
McCoy, leveling the shotgun at his 
his brother. 

“Why, Ben, you would not kill your 
own brother; don’t you know me, Ben? 
This is John.” | 

He threw down the gun, and John 
went in and talked to him, soothingly. 
He then persuaded him to go over to 
the house of Deputy Constable R. F. 
de Garma in El Monte. . 

BROTHER ARRESTS HIM: 

The prisoner and his brother were 
accompanied to El Monte by G. H. 
Coffin, a plumber, who lives next door 
te the McCoy family, and McCoy's 
brother-in-law. In El Monte, riding 
in Coffin’s automobile, they picked u 
Deputy Constable De Garma and FE. 
Butler, and the party started on its 
way to the County Jalil, which was

| Ben McCoy was defiant when he en- 
tered the County Jail and was reg- 
istered, weighed and measured by 
Deputy Sheriffs Loving and Kester. 
He savagely resented questions asked 
him by reporters.. Coffin stated that 
McCoy's father attempted to tell him 
a similar attack his son had a year 
ago, but could not finish owing to his 
grief over the killing of Peters. | 


GETTING FACTORY IN SHAPE.

A beet pulp drying machine is one 
of the latest improvements. A large 
building is being erected to contain 
several dryers which will henceforth 
dry all of the pulp output of the fac-

The previous world’s record of 1253 
miles for twenty-four hours was held 
by the Stearns, Patochke and Poole 
drivers, and “was made at Brighton 
Beach, August 19 and 20 of last year. 
George Adair in the Cadillac “Thirty” 
finished second with a record of 1448 
miles which also broke the world’s 
record. 

These two cars established new 
world’s records for each hour of the 
long race. 

The average speed of the winning 
car was 62.125 miles an hour as against 
an average of 52 miles rig the previous 
record. 

Jenkins in the Cole “Thirty” was 
third with 1219 miles. 

When the sooty, begrimed, red hood, 
of the Fiat was thrust across the fin- 
ishing line yesterday afternoon at the 
end of the twenty-four hour race at 
the Motordrome, one of the greatest 
track duels in the history of automo- 
bile racing came to an end. 

Close on the heels of the fleet Fiat, 
came the Cadillac, the little car that 
was perhaps the sensation of the race. 
It also proudly had broken the former 
world’s reeord, Then came the green 
Cole plunging across the line only a 
little back of the Cadillac. 

The thousands of spectators who had 
been lulled into a state of: quietude 
from the long, seemingly endless rush 
of the cars around the circle suddenly 
arose as oné man when Waiter Hempel 
walked out onto the boards with the 


as he marked the number of minutes 
remaining. 

There was a relaxation noticed among 
the drivers when. they realized that 
their terrific nerve-straining duel was 
almost over. They had been at the 
wheel, three hours on and three hours 
off from 4 o'clock Saturday to 4 o'clock 
Sunday. Many of the cars wobbled 
dangerously as they flew past Hempel, 
as the drivers for a second let down 
from, their high tension.

hard to beat. They are always equal to 
an exigency. Many years ago Phil Armour 
sold more millions of January Wheat than 
he could deliver. The bulls had him in a 
corher, as they supposed, and grew hilarious 
over the prospect of divesting bim of some 
of his surplus cash. The elevators at Du- 
luth were full of wheat which an unhex- 
pectedly early winter had prevented from 
being shipped. Armour chartered a fleet of 
propellers which were lying idle at Detroit, 
equipped them with ice-breakers, sent them 
to Duluth, where they were loaded with 
cheap wheat and dispatched to Chicago, 
each ice-breaker propeller towing a sai)- 
ing vessel loaded with wheat. Armour filled 
his contracts and, having smashed the mar- 
ket, .proceeded to load up with long wheat. 
He gave it to his opponents “going and 
coming.” 
The Chicago wheat operators of today 

have devised a new method of lifting the : 
price of wheat from its present disgust- 
ingly low level. It is said that they have 
imported green bugs from the Crimea and 
turned them loose in the wheat fields of the 
Northwest. The devastations threatened by 
the bugs will rapidly advance the price of 
grain. Then the speculators, who do not 
redlly wish to lessen the quantity of the 
people’s food, will supply the farmers at a 
small advance on cost with packages of the 
great Russian insect eradicator, one pinch 
of which will make a Russian bed habitable, 
and a pound of which, scattered over an 
acre of growing wheat, will turn every 
green bug from a consumer into a fertilizer. 
Wheat will then return to its proper place 
in the market and one or two more churches 
and colleges will be erected. 


HAT WE MAY EXPECT, | 
Congressman Underwood of Alabama 
is chairman of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee of the present Congress. He is on 
record as saying that “the most distinctive 
Democratic tariff bill that was ever written 
on the statute books of this country was 
the Walker tariff of 1846.” 

Mr. Stanwood, in*his “American Tariff 
Controversies in the Nineteenth Century,” 


says: 

“He (Mr. Walker) wished ‘all restrictions 
removed, our ports opened to all the world, 
and the planters and farmers enabled to 
exchange their products for the manufac- 
tures of other countries. This is an intel- 
ligible position; but in connection with the 
admission that such manufactures could be 
produced more cheaply abroad than at 
home, it involved the destruction of the 
home industries already in operation, to 
say nothing of the withdrawal of encour- 
agement to establish new-ones.” 

Now, what did ten years of the Walker 
tariff do for the Country? It increased the 
yearly imports by. $226,000,000, but the ex- 
ports by only $137,000,000. 

It changed the $34,000,000 favorable bal- 
ance of trade in 1847 to an unfavorable bal- 
ance of $29,000,000 in 1850; to another un- 
favorable balance of $60,000,000 in 1854, and 
of $54,000,000 in 1857. 

As a posted writer in the New York Sun 
says: “In 1847 imports of specie exceeded 
exports by $22,000,000, but in the next ten 
years the excess of specie exports amounted 
to*the then very considerable sum of $280,- 
000,000.” 

In his message to Congress in 1852, Pres- 
ident Fillmore called attention to this drain * 
of gold to pay for imports and to the fact 
that “As our manufacturing establishments 
are broken down by competition with for- 
eigners the capital invested in them is lost, 
thousands of honest and industrious citi- 
zens are thrown out of employment, and 
the farmer, to that extent, is deprived of 
a home market for the sale of his surplus 
produce.” 

Now, contrast the ten years’ imports and 
exports under the Walker tariff (1847 to 
1857) as noted above, with the imports and 
exports of the ten years (1898 to 1908) un- 
der the Dingley tariff: 


$164,000,000 less than in 1909, the first year 
of the present revised downward tariff. In 
other words, as compared with 1908, the last 
year of the Dingley full-protective tariff, our 
favorable trade balance was $794,000,000 
less than what it might have been, and 
doubtless would have been, in the. years 1909 
and 1910, had the Dingley tariff been let 
alone. 

If, as the Democrats threaten, we have to 
suffer another tariff revision downward, 
with or without Canadian reciprocity added, 
we may safely bid good-bye now to any 
possibility of a favorable trade balance in 
1912 fiscal year—Juiy 1, 1911, to June 30, 
1912. That is what we expect under such 
conditions. : 

RUSTS AND TARIFFS. | 

The tariff is no more the mother of 
trusts than Champ Clark is the mother-in- 
law of Joe Bailey. Trusts are the inevitable 
result of economic changes brought about 
by inventions in machinery, by discoveries 
in science, by utilization of natural powers. 
and forces, especially of electric power 
gathered from waterfalls, and of concentra- 
tion of capital and thorough organization 
for economical production and profitable 
distribution of manufactured goods. 

The vast dynamic force which, for count- 
less ages, tumbled unused over Niagara on 
its way to the sea, now lights cities and pro 
pels trains, and turns the wheels of a hun- 
dred factories, and smelts copper and iron. 
The Chicago beef trust makes its profits 
by utilization of by-products which are nec- 
essarily wasted or discarded by the country 
butcher. The blood of the slaughtered steer 
is dried and sold to the button makers. 
His hoofs and horns are made’ into glue. 
His offal is manufactured into ammonia. 
The water in which his slaughtered carcass 


The wheat operators of Chicago are | 
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beef. His bones are ground into fertilizers, 
and the marrow in his bones is transformed 
into fresh creamery butter. | 

The cottonseed oll trust purchases the 
cottonseed which of old went into the 
manure heap. Pure, genuine, imported olive 
oll is pressed from it. Cottolene, which at 
least is purely vegetable, is used in the place 
of the fat of the ignoble hog who, of oid, 
was the messmate of the prodigal son. The 
husks are fed to cattle, their residuum 
burned for fuel, and the ashes used for fer- 
tilizers. 

The invention of the Bessemer process 
and of improvements in transformers revo- 
lutionized economically the making of steel. 

Refined sugar which, in 1878, sold for 10 
cents a pound, now sells for 5 cents, and 
kerosene of] which sold then for 14 cents 
a gallon now sells for 8 cents—for which 
reduction in cost the sugar trust and the 
Standard trust are mainly responsible. 
Goods are cheaper in the great department | 
stores than they were in thé smaller shops | 

of old, and one can buy a watch or a ‘clock | 
for a tithe of the price formerly asked. . 

It may be conceded that the trusts share 

only a smal! share of their gigantic profits 
with either their workmen or with the con- 
sumers, and that the middlemen and the 
traveling salesmen suffer from their exist- 
ence. ,It may also be conceded that the 
strong arm of government is needed to curb 
their exactions and put an end to some of 
their methods of doing business. 
_ But the Bryan Democratic plan of reach- 
ing them by putting all trust-made goods 
on the free list is simply asinine in its 
conception. Any trust which was thus leg- 
islated against would simply transfer its 
manufacturing plant to Canada, or Mexico, 
or Europe, make its goods with foreign la- 
bor cheaper than before, and continue its 
operation with equal or greater profit.

WORKS AND LORIMER. 


AnjAffront to Decency. 
{From the San Diego Union.} 

In asking the Senate to appoint Senator 

John D. Works a member of a committee 

to investigate anew the Lorimer affair, Sen- 


ator La Follette is either cynically indiffer- 


ent to decenéy, or densely ignorant of re- 


cent occurrehces in California that have 
had wide publicity.. Next to Lorimer him- 
self, Works is one of the least eligible men 
in the Senate to pass upon the methods by 
which a fellow-member obtained a seat in 
that body. 

- Instead of granting La Follette’s request, 
the Senate would better cause a committee 
to inquire {nto the manner in which the 
election of Works himself was brought 
about. The: disclosures probably would not 


result in the retirement of Works from the. 


Senate—there is no charge that Money was 
used to buy:votes for him. But a thorough 
-inquiry intoithe means that were employed 
to induce California legislators to disregard 
the instructions of their constituents and 
to nullify the Senatorial primary would be 
highly interesting to many well-meaning 
people who: have been mistaking canting 
hypocrisy for genuine reform, and who can- 
not distinguish a sniveling Pecksniff from 
an honorable gentleman. 

Morally, there is no difference between 
the employment of money—plain, old, vul- 
gar Mazuma—to procure the votes of leg- 
islators, and the promise of patronage or 
the use of ‘threats to obtain those votes. 
And when « seat in the Senate is obtained 
by either method, the man who gets it is 
the beneficiary of a shameful wrong. Of 
such a wrong Works. and Lorimer are 
equally beneficiaries. And it is how pro- 
posed that ‘Works shall investigate Lori- 
mer—heaven save the mark! 

In Lorimér’s behalf it has been strenu- 
ously urged: that he was not Cognizant of 
the use of money, and that even without 
the purchaséd votes he had enough to elect 
him. This fs a stronger defense than can 
be maintained for Works. Few persons 
question that in a general way he knew 


what was going on at Sacramento just be- 


fore he wag elected. _He understood per- 
fectly that, as a majority of the legislators 
had been ingtructed under the law to vote 
for Mr. A. G. Spalding, most of the Sen- 
ators and Assemblymen thus _ instructed 
would have ‘to be “persuaded” in one way 
or another to break faith with their constit- 
uents. Very possibly he was hot informed 
as to the precise details of the “persuasion.” 
Those slippery “reformers” Who got the 
Legislature jnto line for Works appear to 
have preferred that he should be a passive 
spectator rather than an active participant 
in that job, bis tendency to blunder and an- 
tagonize remlering him safer in the back- 
ground. However, unless Works is defect- 
ive in ordinary intelligence, he presumably 
had knowledge, in a general way, as to 
how the trick was being turned for him. 
Moreover, it cannot be urged for Works, 
-as it is contended for Lorimer, that he did 


_not need the votes proctred for him by 


improper means. Works was hopelessly 
defeated in: the Senatorial primary. A 
wholesale switching of votes was necessary 
to elect him: He was chosen through the 
votes that were switched. 

Works is disqualified to serve on a com- 
mittee named@ to investigate Lorimer or any 
other SenatoY whose seat is called fn ques-

MOTOR TRUCKS. 


To carry 100 tons 100 miles in 
wagons of 1000 pounds capacity 
wotld require at least 300 wagons, 
600 horses and 300 men. 


At 20 mites a day, the journey 
would occupy five days. At $3 a 
day, the teams would cost $900 a 
day, or $4500 for the trip. 

If the wages of the drivers was 
fixed at $1 a day the item would 
total $1500 on the trip. 


The maintenance of horses, wag- 
ons and men for the five days would 
amount to $525 a day, or $2625 for 
the trip. 

The total cost of the transporta- 
tien by wagon may be estimated 
at $8625. This would be at the rate 
of 861-4 cents per ton-mile, or 
$4.51 1-4 for the freight charges on 
each eack. 

The cost of the grain to. the ulti- 
mate consumer would be about 
51-3 cents per pound, if the same 
basie of 1 cent per pound is used as 
its original price. This would make 
bread a luxury anywhere. 


Problem: To carry 100 tons 100 
miles. 


It would require ten 10-ton trucks 
to negotiate the business in a sin- 
gie load or caravan such as has 
been used to conmtpare the efficiency 
of man with the 1000-pound wagon. 

The trucks traveling at the rate 
of 10 miles an hour would require 
one working day to cover the 
ground fully loaded. 


The trucks would require a driver 
at less than $5 a day and a helper 
at about $2.50. 


As there would be 10 of each, the 
Wages of both would be $75. 


The trucks could do more than 10 
miles cach on a gallop of gasoline 
at less than 20 cents the gallon, or 
& total cost of $20. 

The oll, grease and incidental re- 
pairs may be figured at $5 all told.

PORTERVILLE, April 9.—The peace

This action of the supervisors was 
immediately made known to the Exec- 
utive Committee of the Citrus Cham- 
ber of Commerce, the associotivn of 
orange growers which was formed at 
ixeter, and which has had one busi- 
ness meeting, and the wires were kept 
busy this afternoon while arrange- 
ments were made for calling a special 
session of this new association, to con- 
sider the proper action to be taken. 

That the action of the board in re- 
fusing to pay Schulz and Fowler for 
attending the horticultural meeting tis 
in direct violation of the law, there 
éan be mo question.
